The Curious Nests That These 


nlonsi Insects Construct. 


A curious species of Insect is th« 


trapdoor spider, whose nest consists ot 
a. tube excavated in the earth to tlie 
depth of six or eight inches. It Is al- 
ways lined with silk, and It Is closed 
with an ingeniously constructed door. 
One sort of door closes Into the nest 
like a cork In a bottle, another is a* 
thin as a piece of paper. 


In all cases the door opens outward, 


and when the nest Is placed,.as It usu- 
ally Is, ou a sloping bank, it opens up- 
ward, so that there is no fear of Ita 
gaping. The object of the trapdoor la 
to conceal the nest, and consequently. 
It Is always made to resemble the gen- 
eral surface of the ground. Sometimes, 
however, an enemy attempts to open 
the door, and then the Inmate braces 
Its legs against the sides of the neat 
and holds It as fast as possible. 


Still other spiders have inner doom 


besides outer, so that If their first de- 
fense be carried they may have anoth- 
er behind which to retreat. More curi- 
ous still Is the Ingenuity of the branch 
trapdoor—that is to say, a door., that 
opens from the main tunnel of the 
nest Into a side branch, which the 
stranger could discover, since there Is 
nothing to distinguish It from any oth- 
er part of the main nest. So, then, If 
an enemy should effect an entrance 
the lawful occupant of the nest can 
quietly slip Into the side branch, close 
the door and there remain in security 
while tlie intruder wonders what has

He said that the state having 


appiopriated $2000 for these three 
state officers, to "enforce the col- 
lection of revenue and to prosecute

That they proposed 
to follow up the subject of a fuller 
assessment of the property of Ne- 
vada, to the end that the state be 
credited with her full quoto of re- 
sources, and that the tax rale be 
correspondingly reduced, the tax- 


f payers being required to pay no 


more taxes on all their property 
than they are now paying on half. 


The Attorney General said all 


the facts gathered 
from this and 


next year's work by the Governor, 
Controller and himself would be 
aid before the next legislature to 
aid it in giving someone authority 
to enforce a compliance with the 
revenue laws of this state. 


On questioning the County As- 


sessor, Mr. Evans admitted to the 
Attorney General, that whilst this 
county for this year was assessed 
higher than any other in the state, 
he had only assessed 70 par cent of 
the full cash valut of the assessable 
propeny of Washoe county for this 
year. 


Governor Sadler made an ex- 


tended address and did not forget 
to mention that the Central Ta- 
cific should be assessed at not less 
than $25,000 a mile, as a company 
that mortgages its line for $100,- 
DOO.OOO and its land for $25,000,- 
300 ought to bear a little greater 
share of 
the 
public 
burthens. 


Branch lines that have difficulty 
maki'ig both ends meet should not 
e assessed so high. 
The Reno Water, Land and 
ight company should be assessed 


at the price recently ;ir,ked for if, 
$165,000. According their own 
sworn statements of assets the

They establish different rates in 
ifferent counties and naturally, 
H other things being equal, the 
ocks and herds are diiven where 
lie smallest amount of tax is 
evied. 


There is one big obstacle in the

great state of Nevada has in its 
ommiscieice, 
omnipotence 
and 


long-headedness, 
abolished

state board of equalization and has 
established a uniform state tax rate 
which, in the event of a raise in 
valuation being brought about this 
year, would cause the state treas- 
ury to take a very rotund form. 


However, this trouble can all 


be remedied by the next legisla- 
ture.
